ALSTROMERTAS: exceptionally useful cut flowers which self clean, last 
for two weeks in water; the new forms come in soft pastel colors, are 
of the easiest possible cultivation, bloom spring to summer and should 
be left to dry out until new growth starts. Plant where they can be 
left. undisturbed since clumps increase in size and vigor with age and 
Srenverweattiiculcusvoymove: aitergthe first year in, the seed bed.

They 
naturalize easily in sunny corners where they can be reasonably dry 

in summer, end the new varieties of color and markings make them com- 
pletely fascinating and brilliant acdcitions to rock gardens, or 

drifts of color in the spring garden. 


STREPTANTHERA ELEGANS is a new one, hard to improve upon for lovers 
of white, - it has a kaleidoscopic eye in violet tones. $1.25 doz.
